Diet and Health 


Medical Treatment of Adolescent Troubles 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D 


I HAVE A LW A YS and continu­ 
ously felt sorry for adolescents. 
The middle aged may moon about 
the glorious carefree period of 
youth, but a good deal of the time

it is far from that. It is often a 
dreadful period of self-conscious­ 
ness, frustratio n and adjustments 
that are difficult, sometimes im­ 
possible. 
Only lately the medical profes­ 
sion has focused its attention on 
tne adolescent and tried to solve 
his problems. I am interested in 
ome 
reports 
from 
Asheville, 
North Carolina, by two psychia­ 
trists who think the genera! prac- 
tioner can and should be the one 
o handle these difficulties. 


Bad Adjustments 
Most adolescents are able in 
he course of time to make their 
own adjustments and when they 
eventually arrive a t the age of, let 
us say, 20, they have found them- 
elves. But there remain a large 
number who make bad adjust­ 
ments. 
They seldom turn into out and 
out psychiatric cases, but they are 
on the borderline and are likely to 
take one of three behavior paths: 
the paranoid who believes others 
pick on him, resents correction 
and is always dissatisfied; the shy, 
seelusive person who retires into 
day-dreaming and fant asy fo rm a ­ 
tion; and the defiant, anti-social, 
offensive youth, the leader of re­ 
bellious 
groups. 
All 
of 
these 
moods occur mildly in all adoles­ 
cents and do little harm, hut occa­ 
sionally they become fixed and are 
more or less serious. 
The causes, aside from the in­ 
herent cause of being an adoles­ 
cent, are the over-solicitous mother 
who prevents the child from gro w ­ 
ing up and hence makes him unable 
to hold his own in competition; the 
stern fa ther who set« standards 
too high for the child to reach; 
physical 
defects, 
magnified 
by 
over-zealous parents and others, 
which are really trivial (a common 
one is acne or pimples); and rela-

tive mental dullness in a child who 
is made to compete with children 
of higher intelligence.

atmosphere.

much better position than the pa r ­ 
ents to explain and discuss the sex 
problems and questions that pa r ­ 
ticularly beset this period of life.
